LTHOUGH it is still considered sn 
A enviable lot to be ‘‘ born with a silver 
spoon in one's mouth,” it does not 
matter quite so much as it did in those days 
when, for lack of stocks and shares, a great 
deal of a man’s wealth was represented by 


his store of wrought silver. 
It gives one some idea of the amount of 
silver formerly owned in England when one 
reads that each year one million pounds 
worth of old silver is bought by the United 
States, while vast quantities were melted 
down in the Great Fire of London, and 
silver bullets, made from old household 
silver, were used in the civil wars, 
A spoon is @ very necessary implement in 
polite society, and it has been — out 
that it is the first and the last thing needed 
by us in life. “The earliest form of spoon 

as a shell, and in remote country districts 
the small shops still have their shell-spoon 
for the measuring oí snuff. 
In the Jewel ok of Henry the Eighth 
are mentioned, among other precious posses- 
sions ; ‘‘Six spones of welke shelles, garnished 
slightly in silver ’’; and during the tourteenth 
century spoons were made of horn, wood, 
pewter and bvass. 
The genuine Apostle spoons. so much 
sought after by modern collectors, were first 
introduced into England from the Continent, 
and were vefy popular during the Tudor 
period. 
A complete set contains thirteen spoons, 
with the comparatively rare Master Spoon, 
bearing the figure of the Christ; the next in 
rarity being, for some reason, the one that 
rypresents the Apostl eAndrews.

head, that through the fourteenth, fifteerfth 
and sixteenth centuries changed with the ever. 
changing fashions, a series of them thus giv- 
ng. fe fair histor yof ladies’ dress in that 


Old ‘silver spoons were handed down :rom 
father to son, and were prized above most 
personal possessions as family heirlooms, and 
it will be remembered that the father of Tess 
of the D'Urbervilles owned as his tiny 
treasure “one wold silver spoon and wold 
graven seal.''

£100 PAID BY CORPORATION 
TO WORKMAN’S WIDOW. 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 
Mrs. Mary Slowey, 54 Heytesbury street, 
Dublin, claimed compensation from the City 
Commissioners in respect of the death of her 
husband, Michael Slowey. 

Mr. W. J. Gleeson (instructed by Mr. 
James Brad for the applicant, said that 
the pect go was os 4 sn on the 17th 
January, 1921, in the Electric Lighting 
Department of the Corporation. On that 
day, while at work in Camden street, he 
came in contact with a ‘“‘live’’ electric wire 
and received a severe shock, from which he 
suffered certain injuries, including a frac- 
tured left arm and burns to the head and 
face. He was a patient in hospital for some 
time, but was able to resume work after 
some months. Later, he develoned tuber- 
cular disease in the left wrist. The disease 
spread through his body, and he died from 
its immediate cause on the 2ist April, 1926. 

Counsel had had a conversation with Mr. 
Burke, the Corporation solicitor, with the 
result that it was agreed to pay £100 to the 
applicant, in addition to her costs and ex- 
penses; and he asked that that amount 
should be awarded to Mrs. Slowey as sole 
dependent. Her children were al] supporting 
themselves. 

Mr. Burke, solicitor, said that he agreed 
to this award. The case was ¢ doubtful one, 
but, under the circumstances, the City Com- 
missioners were prepared to agree, particu- 
larly as the deceased man was an excellent 
workman. 

Judge Davitt made the award accordingly 
by consent, and directed that the £100 should 
be paid to Mrs. Slowey.

That the spirit of enterprise is not lack- 
ing in Ireland is evident from a return which 
has come under my notice in connection with 


The holder of the land which has been pur- 
caused from the Land Commission, is & some- 
what delicate man, a widower with one small 
child, and formerly a carpenter. He em- 
ploys one servant girl at a cash “wage of £20 
yearly, and with her help and some casual 
labour, costing not more than £10 a year, 
he carries on his work with some profit. — 

Nine dairy cows are kept, just plain looking 
milch cattle, such as might be seen anywhere, 
but they are heavy milkers. Last year, from 
January to December. they gave a total of 
0,032 gallons of milk—Representing an 
average of 670 gallons each. is was sold to 
a local creamery, which paid £158 2s. 7d. for 
the butter fat, while the separated milk was 
valued at £3 18s.—making the total retarn 
from the nine cows £162 Os. 7d. The calves 
were sold at birth for a total of £27. With 
cows of such heavy milking capacity this is, 
perhaps, regrettable, but such was the fact. 
(alf rearing does not, apparently, fit in with 
the system of farming adopted. 

The separated milk was used. in connection 
with ~‘+ feeding, 29 pigs being disposed dur- 
ing 1926 for a gross sum. of £202 1s. 7d. Ten 
of these were purchased at a cost of £32, the 
other 19 being reared upon the farm. Re- 
ceipts from eggs are estimated at’ £75. that 
being the amount obtained in 1925 with a 
smaller nomber of hens. 

There are four acres under tillage, and by 
growing potatoes and cabbage for sale a sum 
of £20 is obtained. 

The following summary of income and out- 
lay shows the position at a glance:—

Taking this statement as it stands, with- 
out any charge for the owner's labour, the 
receipts show a surplus of £320 6 J0 over the 
outlay. 

In addition to his own farm. however. he 
paid £27 for grass land, fhns bringing the 
working balance down to £293 6s. 104. This 
resuit is not uneatisfactorv, particularly in 
view of the fact that the holder of the Janda 
was not originally a farmer. but works hard. 
It shows what can be done on a small hold 
ing by means of careful management.

CHINCHILLA FUR. 
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The chinchilla is one of the ''aristocrats '' 
of the rabbit. world on account of the texture 
and beauty of its covering, and the various 
uses to which it can be put for the adornment 
of Jadies. Also there is its utility as meat for 
the table, and although this is worth every 
consideration, it is the growth of the fur and 
ready sale at remunerative prices which not 
only attracts the breeder but also others. 
The fur-buying public should be warned that 
there is a cheap foreign dyed imitation of 
this dainty and infatuating chinchilla rabbit 
fur which may give its wearers ‘far derma- 
titis, a form of skin eruption. Should ‘this 
occur, the sellers are liablé for damages. The 
imitation is easily detected by blowing’ the 
fur back. If the fur nearest the flesh part 
of the skin is other than slate blue in colour, 
and with no strata of pearl grey next merg- 
ing into black, it is very debatable if the 
article is genuine. The imitation has splashes 
of dyed fur on top, and looks what it is—a 
poor substitute when compared with the 
genuine article.

THE DAIRYING PROBLEM 
IN NON-CREAMERY 
DISTRICTS. 


a 


Do the readers of articles touching upon the 
economics of farming realise. we wonder, that 
the more one thinks about the problem of the 
small cultivator the more difficult it is seen to 
be, until’ one is forced to ask the question 
whether one’s knowledge of the ‘solution is not 
in inverse ratio to one’s knowledge of the 
facts’ There is, as a case in point, the 
problem we raised on this page a fortnight 
ago, and only the tringe of which it was pos- 
sible to handle—the position of the small 
farmer who lives outside the creamery area. 
It is easy to tell him to “ try something else.” 
Pigs may pay, but what is so economic a form 
of pig-rearing as that which arises naturally 
in the creamery district, where the separated 
milk comes back automatically’ There is the 
beef cattle industry, but what is to be done 
(without ‘butter-making) with surplus milk? 
There is sheep-breeding, and in some districts 
Nature seems to have changed the form of the 
problem “what shall we with the land?” 
to “how can we make sheep pay!’’—and as 
that includes wool the answer is not simple. 
Besides, though the lands’ where the sheep 
ranches decide the form of farming to be fol- 
lowed are extensive in area, sheep, as compared 
with ‘ovr. cattle and beef industry, and the 
allied produce in butter, milk and cheese, 
form but a small part of our export farming, 
or even of our total agritultural wealth. And 
so. although the problem of those districts 
which neither are now, nor (so far as can 
seen) ever can become creamery districts, calls 
(and perhaps will presently clamour!) for 
consideration, we are driven back to the 
question of what is to be done in these parts 
of the country where the creamery is not (or 
is but barely) an economic proposition, yet in 
which, after a fashion, dairying is being 
carried on. 

The Small Auziliary and the '' Mountain 
Man.” 

An answer which may prove applicable to 
some districts is being attempted in the ‘‘ one- 
man-auxiliary,” as described in the /rish Times 
of February 17th That interesting project 
is not, we take it, intended to be ka 
in districts where the full fledged 
creamery, gathering its of = nor- 
mally sizeable auxiliaries under its wing, 
has been a proved success. There are 
hundreds of these. Indeed, they form an 
important element in what we might agree to 
regard as the vital statistics of “ the golden 
vein ’’—as our best dairying lands are called. 
We have the balance sheet of one such before 
us as we write, where the price of over 7jd. 
per gallon .to suppliers resulted in a fair 
profit. These co-operative farmers have dis- 
posable profits of over £7,000 in all. It is oily 
iv. the districts at the other end of the scale, the 
sparsely cattled districts {if the phrase is 
allowed), areas where, say, mot more than 200 
milch cows are available to feed the creamery, 
where the land is motntainy of poor. the 
cattle not of good milking grains, and the 
potential “ produce’’ bad, that the one-man- 
auxiliary might be instituted, if not exactly 
profitably, at least as an experiment based on 
the principles of “trial and error.” Here, 
as in the case discussed a fortnight ago. a 
price paid of 6d. a gallon (with a resulting 
loss of about £F0. equivalent, perhaps, if 
certain charges, such as rent. rates, taxes, in 
surance, interest and labour involved in erec- 
tion are included, to abont a farthine de- 
ducted in the price per gallon) would be better 
than to leave a potential creamery district 
derelict of a cheap and easy means of dealinz 
with the supply. The loss can be avoided if 
the lower price is paid, and 53d, on the 1926 
supply. thorgh not a maximum price, is 
worth considering. Improved produce in 
later vears, too. might hring an improved 
price. 

Another Solution. 

But the one man-aumiliary is only a partial 
solution of the problem, and for certain dis- 
tricts there is another—partial, too, but with 
important potentialities arising out of it. 
Somewhere between the 200cow area 
and the 500-cow area are districts 
in which the auxiliary creamery on a 
bigger plan is at once economic and pro. 
gressive, It is. possible to develop an area, 
not hitherto fully supplied with milking stock, 
s. that, in course of time, it may support 
more than the normal auxiliary—which is 
now the feeder of so many successful centrals 
in whose success the auxiliary shares. For the 
development need not necessarily end there. 
Lured by success to attempt greater success, 
such a district may desire to ‘enlarge its 
scope, hut what is it to do’? Pull down its 
buildings, like the rich man in the parable, 
and build bigger? No, there is an alternative. 
There is a. form of auxiliary possible, in 
which, by additions and rectifications, the full 
plant necessary for completing the 
making of creamery butter can be 
installed in what was originally a modest 
compact and relatively inexpensive auxiliary, 
equipped only in its youthful stages with 
senarating plant, but when grown té manhood 
adding churning and all essential machinerv 
for a fully developed central. The cost. of 
such a building and the auxiliary type of 
machinery will run from about £750 to £950 
according to cireumstances, and those farmers 
who feel that this is about their “sise,” and 
who want to profit to the fullest extent from 
their indnstry and to make room for extending 
it, will find it advisable to study this ques- 
tion. , We presume the 1.A.0.8, or the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture could give useful infor- 
mation on this asvect of their problem, for 
they must remember that not all districts 
under the: , cow. limit are ' suitable for 


rying. , 
The Wider Problem. 
' In drawing attention A the temporary 
auxiliary. with its ntialities as a perma- 
nent central, we ee well aware that many 
other aspects of the area which has not yet 
been drawn. into the creamery orbit, and 
whose future: is just. now a matter of concern 
for its farming population, require study. 
Farming in this country is-atthe parting of 
the ways. We cannot abandon live stock, yet 
over a series oí years. we have not been 
able to thake them pay at a rate to k pace 
with the cost of living and the price of land, 
in war years beyond its value.

COW TESTING RESULTS. 
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REMARKABLE RECORD OF 
PROGRESS. 


Mr. T. Humphreys, President, occupied the 
chair at the twelith annual meeting of the 
Lyre (Banteer) Cow-testing Association. He 
said that it was a source of great pleasure 
that the Cow-testing Association, established 
in the district tweive years ago, was in a 
Hourishing condition. 


Mr. D. O'Sullivan (Supervisor),.in the 
course of his report for 1926, said that the 
membership wa%d3, and the number of cows 
on test was 360. Complete records of 335 
cows were available. and the average milk 
yield of that number was 586 gallons, show- 
ing an increase of over 80 gallons per cow 
on the average of 1923, or, in other words, an 
average increase of about £2 10s. in the earn- 
ing capacity of each cow on test in the Asso- 
ciation, or an increase in the members’ in. 
vomes of approximately £900 a year. He 
tested 1,200 samples of milk during the year, 
and tattooed 25 registered calves. There were 
25 registered cows in the Association, and 
22 others had qualified for inspection, with a 
view to registration in the coming spring. 
Only three cows in the Association yielded 
less than 400 gallons, and the great majority . 
averaged between 600 gallons and 700 gallons. 

Mr. D. J. Sullivan, Cow-testing Instructor. 
testified to the good and accurate work done 


by the Supervisor. His books were always 
neatly written un to date. the various herds 
were regularly visited, and the check samples 


to understand why so many people remain 
aloof and won't avail of the manifest benefits 
of the echeme of cow-testing. 


Influence of Good Duiry Bulls. 

The Association had been fortunate in 
securing good bulls of the dual-purpose short- 
horn type. In 1916 the premium bull 
“ Cloughduv Lad '" was purchased from Mr. 
William O'Callaghan, Scarragh, and in 1919 
‘‘ Bessborough Prince’’ was purchased from 
the Earl of Bessborough. he progeny of 
both bulls were shapely, splendid milkers, 
90 per cent. of the heifers qualifying for 
registration in their first lactation periods. 
A few examples would be interesting, 
“ SKkippet, ex ‘‘Cloughduv Lad,’’ was a 7- 
year-old, yielded 1,029 gallons .of milk and 
S87ibs. of butter-fat, while the highest yield 
of her dam was 738 gallons and 286lbs. of 
butter-fat. *‘* Dandy,”’ ex ‘‘Cloughduyv Lad,” 
gave 882 gallons of milk and 378lbs. of 
butter-fat as a 6-year-ola, and her dam a 
highest yield was 653 gallons and 207lbs. of 
butter-fat. Rachel,” ex. '' Bessborough 
Prince,” as a 3-vear-old, yielded 881 gallons 
of milk and 372lbs. of butter-fat, while her 
dam's best yield as an S-year-old was 555 
gallons and 191Jbs. of butter-fat. ‘‘ Lyre 
Beauty,’ a d-year-old heifer, by ‘‘ Bess- 
borough Prince,” gave, in 1926. 779 gallons of 
milk and 28llbs, of butter-fat, while her 
dam's highest vield was 667/ galions of milk 
and 216lbs. of butter-fat. Money spent, 
therefore, in the purchase of those well-pred 
dairy bulls reproduced itself with compound 
interest. 


New Associations in North Cork. 

Mr. O'Sullivan said ‘that it was very en- 
couraging to find that the schemes for the 
improvement of dairy cattle were so 
enthusiastically taken up in North Cork. In 
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Mr. Toler Aylward, Major C. K. O'Hara and Major A. Perceval, 


at Ballsbridge, 


of milk which he (the Instructor) tested from 
time to time were quite satisfactory. 


Progress by Good Breeding. 


In that report, said Mr. O'Sullivan, were 
to be found convincing proofs of the great 
value of cow-testing. One member in 1919, 
with a herd of 13 cows, had an average of 
581 gallons and .165ibs. of butter-fat. In 1926 
his average far 14 cows was 894 gallons and 
245ibs. of butter-fat—that is. an increase of 
515 gallons per cow in seven years, while the 
average yield of butter-fat was doubled, thus 
increasing the earnin, capacity of each cow 
by practically £11. This herd should figure 
prominently in the Beamish and Crawford 
Dairy Herd Prize Competition for 1926. An- 
other ‘member, with a herd of 22 cows, in 
1918 averaged 421 gallons and 1%%bs. of 
butter-fat. while his average for 1924, with 
23 cows was 626 eallons and 239!bs. of butter- 
fat. showing an increase of 205 gallons of milk 
and 100ths. of butter-fat per cow, or an in- 
crease of short £7 in the earning capacity of 
each cow. Both there members had indicious!y 
mated the dairy hulls in the Association 
with their best milkers, and retainted the 
heifer progeny to replace the _ indifferent 
milkers which had heen sold off. He could 
enote other examples ftom the report, but 
these two svfficed to show the results of 
breeding on right lines for milk production, 


Riiminate Pad Cows. Feed Better. 


More could be done than most people 
rezlised by disposing of the really bad cows 
and generously, but economically, feeding 
the remaining cows in the herd. Striking 
examples of this fact were shown by two 
members who joined the Association in 1924. 
In 1924 one member with 14 cows had an 
average yield of 389 gallons and 138lbs. of 
butter-fat The yield of his best cows in 
that. year was 545 gallons and 185lbs. of 
butter-fat, while his worst’ cow gave only 
305 gallons of milk and 112Ibs. of butter-fat. 
At the end of that vear he sold his three 
worst cows and fed the others more gener- 
ously. In 1926 his average milk vield for 
eioven cows was 719 gallons and 279lbs. of 
butter, thus practically doubling both his 
vieid of milk and his vield of batter-fat. In 
1926 his hest cow yielded 852 gallons of milk 
and 313ibs. of butter-fat, while his worst cow 
gave 604 gallons of milk and 263!bs of butter- 
fa. Another member in 1924 with 14 cows 
had an average yield of 369 gallons and 
152ibs, of butter-fat, his best cows in that 
year yielding 496 gallons of milk and 189ibs. 
of butter-fat, while his worst cow gave only 
247 gallons of milk and 921bs. of buttar-fat. 
In 1926 with 12 cows his average was 505 
gallons of milk and 192lbs. of butter-fat, an 
increase of 136 gallons of milk per cow and 
60lbs. of bntter-fat, his best cow in that 
year giving 713 gallons of milk and his worst 
ecw 349 gallons. 


Proper Feeding and Management, 


lhe remarkable increase in the milk yield 


of those herds without the introduction of 
any new blood was entirely dne to feeding 
the cattle with a properly walanced ration, 
paying due attention to the comfort and 
housing of them and disposing of the 
wretchedly low yielding milkers. What a 
wealth of money could be earned bv our 
dairy cows if proper care were bestowed on 
their feeding and management? It is mee | 


a short time the whole district would be a net- 
work of cow-testing associations. Fully 75 p.c. 
of the farmers of the district had Cow- 
testing Associations within their reach, and 
five mew Associations were started there 
since the beginning of 1927. It was a great 
pleasure to him to work amongst such a fine 
body of progressive farmers. (Applause.) 


Feeding for Mik Production, 


Mr. M. J. O'Mahony, Agricultural In- 
structor, dealt with the feeding of dairy 
cows. He emphasised the importance of 
feeding cows on an economical basis that 
is in accordance with their yields of m‘k. 
No sane man, he said, would give as much 
concentrated food to a cow yielding two 
gallons of milk daily as he would give to 
a cow -yielding four gallons per day., He 
stressed the desirability of being generous 


to cows during the periods when they were | 


‘dry,’ so that the young calves. may be 
healthy and vigorous, and the cow in good 
condition to give a high milk yield during 
the succeeding lactation. 


Manuring for Milk Production. 


At the present time, Mr. O’Mahony said, 
the greater portion of our grazing land was 
net giving a full return owing to the want 
of dressing of ‘artificial manures at regular 
periods. Grass was the best, the most 
natural and the cheapest food for the dairy 
cow, and he strongly advised farmers, if it 
would be within their means, to top-dress 
each year a portion of their lands with 
artificial manures. He instanced an experi- 
ment which he saw carried out on a ten- 
acre field. Half the field was top-dressed 
with basic slag at the rate of 6 cwt. to the 
acre and the other half received no dress- 
ing. In the grass season each plot was 
stocked with an equal number of cows, these 
cows being equal in weight, in milk yield and 
in age. The plot dressed with slag gave a 
profit in milk vield of £2 11s. 2d. per acre 
more than the undressed plot. Similar re- 
sults were obtained in plots dressed with 
superphosphate and sulphate of ammonia. 


Cateh Crops. 


He would recommend all dairy farmers to 
give a succession of catch crops for their 
cattle. These crops were invaluable at the 
periods when grass was slack, and they could 
be put in witaout altering the general rota- 
tion of the farm. ‘There was nothing better 
calculated. to improve the milk yield than a 
nutritious green. succulent food. provided by 
catch crops. Rape, hardy green, vetches and 
corn, rye and cabbage were the most valuable 


catch erops. 
Housing. 


He desired to refer to the proper housing 
of cattle. Unfortunately, too many of their 
cowsheds were badly lighted and _ badly 
ventilated, and for that reason he was afraid 
many farmers would find it hard to comply 
with the regulations of the Dairy Produce 
Act and the Bovine Tuberculosis Act. He 
hoped that farmers generally would get en- 
couragement from the State to equip them- 
selves with roomy, weil ventilated houses, and 
he was confident from all the circumstances 
now prevailing that a great future was in 
store for the dairving industry. (Applause.) 
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FERTILISING FARM 
CROPS. 


DRESSINGS RECOMMENDED. 


Different crops take from the soil different 
quantities of nitrogen, phosphates and 
potash. No manure can, therefore, be a 
“special ” manure for all crops. It is al-

Basic slag and sulphate of ammonia, 

Basic slag and superphosphate. 

Basic slag and special manures. 


SUGAR BEET. 

With regard to sugar beet, the results 
obtained last season have demonstrated the 
value of the following dressing of artificials, 
in addition to 10 or 12 tons of farmyard 
manure per 6tatute acre :— 

4 cwt. Superphosphate, 
1 cwt. kainit, 
l cwt. sulphate of ammonia 

As there is a probability of the area under 
sugar beet being extended to 12,000 this 
season, it is well that prospective growers 
should bear this in mind, Other dressings 
have been tried, but this has given the most 
profitable results. As few farmers have the 
facilities for mixing manures properly, the 
Irish manufacturers ave arranged to 
guarantee the production of this formula 
ready for application to the land. 

A point of practical interest about the sugar 
beet crop is that, if a farmer agrees to grow 
five acres, he must have 20 acres available 
for arable in order to get a rotation. Conse- 
quently, it should lead to am increase in the 
area under tillage. 

By an arrangement with the Irish Sugar 
Manufacturing Company, beet growers can 
have the cost of artificial manures deducted 
from the factory price of their crop and 
passed on to the merchant.

It is easily the most com- 
prehensive that has yet been published, and 
if it reaches those for whom it is intended 
should have a highly educational effect. Not 
only does it deal with the work done in the 
county, but there are included in its pages 
a number of helpful articles. These make it 
more than usually practical, and we trust it 
will be widely circulated. 
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A 641 GALLON AVERAGE. 
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Cashel and District Cow Testing Associa- 
tion, Co. Tipperary, had 23 members and 262 
cows last season. Of these, 238 completed 
their milking period of 45 weeks, and gave 
an average milk yield of 641 gallons, with 234 
pounds butter fat. 

The ten best cows averaged 975 gallons of 
milk, with 374]b, butter fat, the financial re. 
turn being £31. The ten worst cows gave 
363 gallons of milk, and 176lb. butter fat. 
the average return working out at £11 6s. 
per head. These figures are based on a te- 
turn of 1s, 6d. per lb. for butter. 

In this Association there are five cows 
between 900 and 999 gallons of milk; 26 
between 800 and 899; 42 hetween 700 and 
799; 66 between 600 and 699; 59 hetween 500 
and 599 gallons; and 25 between 400 and 499

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on the part of the Senate for better facilities 
for the conduct of their business as a legis- 
lative assembly, and he thought that the 
proposal had grown from dissatisfaction with 
regard to the facilities provided. He sug- 
gested that, instead of merely repelling the 
proposal, they should offer a suggestion that 
a joint committee should be appointed to 
consider whether any improvement could be 
made in the procedure governing the rela- 
tions between the two Houses which would 
facilitate the Senate in carrying on its work. 
TOO HIGH. 

Major Bryan Cooper said that the 
Minister’s objection to the Senate's seeking 
an agreement was based on a standard of 
morality almost to high for Heaven, and 
certainly too high for politicians of this 
world. Surely all politics were matters of 
negotiation. In this case he thought that 
the Senate had displayed more tactical ability 
than he had known them to have shown in 
the past. The Government offered a flat 
negative to a unanimous resolution of the 
Senate. He thought that it would be more 
advisable to accept Deputy Johnson's sug- 
gestion. 

The present position of the Senate was 
unique and anomalous. With the exception 
of the United States, it was the only Second 
House in the world in which members were 
not eligible to be members of the Executive 
Council, The matter was an urgent one. One 
practical effect would be that they would 
exclude men of ability and ambition from 
the Senate. He wished that Deputy Johnson 
had made his suggestion in the form of an 
amendment. 

Mr, Heffernan said that, in view of the 
public happenings in recent times, it was of 
the greatest importance that immediate legis- 
lation should be introduced to ensure that all 
Ministers should be* members of the 
Executive Council. The people in the 
country expected a unified Government policy. 
Instead of that they had the extraordinary 
state of affairs at the present time of a mem- 
ber of the Executive Council making one 
statement on the policy of the Government, 
and an extern Minister making another state- 
ment entirely different on the policy of the 
Government. 

The passing of the bill at present before 
the Senate would, he thought, foun the effect 
of widening that anomaly. The Senate could 
not be regarded as a thoroughly representa- 
tive body, and they should meet the claim 
put forward by the Senate by a definite answer 
in the affirmative or negative. 

BEGINNING OF CONTROVERSY. 

Mr. W. Hewat said that the matier was a 
very serious one, as it concerned the rela- 
tions between the two Houses. It seemed 
that they were at the beginning of a con- 
troversy. What occurred to him was that 
the resolution passed by the Senate really ex- 
pressed the dissatisiaction felt by that House 
with the present state of things from their ex 
perience in connection with their business as 
it had been developed in the Dail. 

He would say that the formal resolution of 
refusal by the Government should be tempered 
with a recognition of the difficulty of the 
procedure between the two Houses, and re- 
cognition should be given in that House to 
what was obviously the feeling of dissatisfac- 
tion in the other House with the proceedings 
as they had developed. 

Mr. C. Hogan (Clare) said that they should 
appoint deputies to meet the senators, and 
that would not commit the Dail to anything. 

YES, OR NO. 

The Minister for Justice said that there was 
a specific message from the Senate, and to 
that the Senate should get an explicit reply. 
The Senate invited the Dail to take .part in 
the proceedings of a Joint Committee to con- 
sider the desirability of eliminating from the 
Constitution the article which precluded 
the possibility of a member of the 
Senate becoming a member of the Execu- 
tive Council. That was a matter of 
very real interest to the Dail and to the 
electors. The Constitution came into 
existence before the Senate, and none of the 
members of the Senate was elected with a 
view to becoming a member of the Council. 

Referring to Deputy Cooper’s suggestion as 
to negotiation, he said that he had tried to 
preserve through all negotiations a sense of 
the public interest. Rightly or wrongly they 
had decided that the next President of the 
Executive, and succeeding Presidents, ought 
to be free to say how much of the sphere 
of administration he would take collective 
responsibility for. Surely, that was a matter 
on which the Senate could say yes or rio, 
Instead of that they raised a side wind. So 
far as the bill being an infringement on the 
rights of extern Ministers, it was the rights 
of the Dail that were being infringed. 

He objected to the Senate threatening or 
implying that they would not deal with the 
bill on the basis of its public interest; and 
that in fact they were more concerned over 
the question whether or not they were eligible 
for membership of the Executive Council. 
That was another matter entirely, and it 
should be raised at another time. 

The question of the desirability of leaving 
a discretionary elasticity to every succeeding 
President should not be complicated by 
what many considered the individual 
ambitions of Senators. 

The procedure suggested was not in accord- 
ance with his conception of decent steward- 
ship of the public interest. He thought the 
Senate should declare on this bill on its 
merits. It would be much more satisfactory 
to give a ' Yes” or " No” reply to the 
Senate on the matter than to answer some 
other question which was not before them. 

The motion was passed. 


LIQUOR BILL. 


QUESTION OF AFTERNOON 
CLOSING, 


The House resumed the Committee stage of 
the Intoxicating Liquor Bil. 

The first section to come up for considera- 
tion: was that dealing with the closing of 
premises in the hours 3 p.m. to 5 p.m. 

Mr. Heffernan (Farmers) and other deputies 
had amendments to delete the section alto- 
gether. 

The Speaker ruled that the procedure to be 
adopted was to put it to the House whether 
the provision in the bill should stand. 

Mr. O'Higgins, Minister for Justice, said 
that, like opponents of the bill, he had not 
been idle since the second reading. He had 
been exploring possibilities and impossibilities, 
and he would like to place before the Dail 
the conclusions he had arrived at in regard to 
the matter of split hours. The proposal in 
the bill was that the publichouses sheuld be 
closed from 3 p.m. to 5 p.m., and he had 
agreed to let it go to a free vote of the 
Honse, but he was now satisfied that it. would 
be beaten. He had been able to arrive at an 
accommodation which he personally was pre- 
ared to accept, and it was to provide for an 
weed complete closing in the four count 
boroughs. Under the proposal in the bill fa 
two hours’ break, the mixed houses would be 
open for the non-licensed portion of their bus.

Captain Redmond—If the hours of closing 
now in the bill—3 to 5—are allowed to stand 
the Minister then will propose an amen¢d- 
ment or alteration at a later stage?

Professor Magennis said that allowance for 
a free vote had brought the “ strong man’’ 
to a check, as he was atraid his proposal 
would be beaten. Therefore, he had bar- 
gained for a radical! alteration of his proposal. 
In these circumstances he questioned as to 
the effect. on Section 3, which had provision 
for mixed trading, especially in regard to 
premises that were structurally separated for 
the purposes of their businesses. The pre- 
mises with this necessary and desirable 
separation in their structure would, under 
the proposed alteration, be compulsorily 
closed also as regards their non-licensed trade. 

INCONVENIENCE. 

Mr. Heffernan said that the closing be- 
tween 3 p.m. and 5 p.m. would have no 
serious effect in causing a diminution in the 
consumption of drink, On the other hand, it 
would cause considerable inconvenience to 
the general public. The cities of the State 
were not industrial centres, but thee was 
a continual percolation of country people 
into the cities for business. 

He maintained that, with liquor at its 
present price, there was practically no need 
for restrictive legislation. There was no 
demand from any large section of the com- 
munity that public-houses should be closed 
from ó to 5 in the afternoons, and he would 
not support such a proposal. 

Mr. Lyons said that if the public-houses 
were closed between ó p.m. and 5 p.m, it 
would mean the dismissal of a large number 
of employes. He hoped that the amendment 
would be left to a free vote of the House. 
If they had “ split hours,” they would want 
double as many Civic Guards to enforce the 
Act. 

Captain Redmond said that he desired to 
associate himself with Deputy Heffernan in 
his protest against the manner in which the 
Vice-President had chosen to treat the House. 
“Why have a bill at all?” he asked, ' Why 
not have a blank sheet of paper and let us 
sit there day after day and record the latest 
in the mind of the Minister for Justice’ 
On the second reading of the bill the Minister 
said that he would leave this matter of 
split hours to a free vote of the House, and 
he certainly gave no indication that it was 
his intention to abandon that project."’ 

Mr. Davin said that the surrenders and 
compromises announced by the Minister on 
various occasions seemed to be the result of 
mutiny among the ranks of his own sup- 
me (Ministerial dissent.) The Minister 
vad now announced that he had formed a 
coalition which would enable him to get over 
the difficulty as to the split hours. Jt had 
been reported to him (Mr. Davin) that, if 
the clause relating to the split hours were to 
pass, between 100 and 150 grocers’ assistants 
would be thrown out of employment. The 
Minister had the correct figures. 

Mr. O'Higgins—133.5. (Laughter, ) 

Mr. Davin said that he did not know what 
the effect would be in the cities of Cork, 
Waterford, and Limerick. . He thought. that 
lá was very inopportune for any Government 
to. bring in legislation of ths kind three 
months hefore a genera] election. Why did 
not the Government wait until the electors 
had an opportunity of pronouncing judgment 
on this matter’ lí the Government gave com- 
pensation. to the people. whose licences were 
extinguished there was a good case for com- 
pensating people thrown out of employment 
by this legislation. 

ELECTION INFLUENCE. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that Mr. Davin had 
said that the Government should not intro- 
duce this bill in a year in which a general 
election. was taking place. He (the Minister) 
realised. that. it would take twiee as long to 
pass this bill in a year in which there was 
a general election, as in any other year. 
(Laughter.) But, even realising that, the 
Government thought it right to introduce this 
bill on the report of the Intoxicating Liquor 
Commission, They should not run away from 
the report of the Intoxicating Liquor Com- 
mission because the general election was due. 

Deputies were trying to have it every way. 
Deputies, like Deputy Heffernan, who had 
tried to bestride every issue of any im- 
portance since their election, havin “voted 


no 


@gainst the second reading of the bill, went 


to the country, and paraded as an additional 
grievance that the Minister was on the run. 

Mr. Heffernan—Not as a grievance, but as 
a fact. (Laughter.) 

Mr. O'Higgins said that Deputy Heffernan 
had said (a) that it was wrong to introduce 
the bill, and (b) that~having introduced the 
bill, it was wrong to agree to any modifica- 
tion in detail. There had been over much 
talk about concessions, actual or otherwise. 
Deputies who voted for the second reading 
of the bill knew what they were voting for. 
He indicated on the second reading of the 
bill, with regard to the endorsement section, 
that he was prepared to bring in an amend- 
ment to enable the trader to sell with a clear 
licence if he could satisfy the Justice that it 
was a bona fide sale. hat was a point on 
which he was entirely convinced, because the 
endorsement system was injuring the credit 
of the trader, even when he was running his 
business on correct lines, 

Not a deputy of the Farmers’ Party voted 
for the bill, The deputy of that Party who 
signed the report was absent, but his absence 
was fully understood, and were he never a 
signatory he would have voted for the 
second reading. Deputy Gorey, who was ill, 
would, he believed, have also voted for the 
bill. The actual fact was that not a member 
of the Farmers’ Party voted for the second 
reading, but they went down the country and 
talked about the Minister being on the run 
from the licensed trade 

A Member—And he is on the run still. 

Professor Magennis asked if the Minister 
were in order in raising these side issues. 

SUSTAINED ATTACK. 

The Minister—I have been attacked at 
great length by succeeding Deputies on this 
question of modifications in the bill. As to 
Deputy Magennis’s Party, no member voted 
for it, and—— 

Professor Magennis—On a point of order— 
(laughter)—is not the Minister tiring the 
patience of members by making a second 
reading speech or a report speech on the 
Committee stage’ I nro against the 
liberty the Minister is taking with the House, 
and | submit’ that the rules of order are as 
imperative on the Minister as on private 
members. 

The Minister rose to speak, but 

Captain Redmond asked if the Minister 
would allow the Speaker to rule on Deputy 
Magennis’s point of ‘order. 

The Deputy Speaker said that a great deal 
of the matter was irrelevant to the question 
before thé House. 

The Minister, continuing, said that the fact

Continuing, he said that if deputies wanted 
the béal put to a free vote, so that the 
responsibility for acceptance or rejection 
might he on individual deputies, irrespective 
of parties, he who favoured the proposal 
ought to have no objection. If the proposal 
in the bill were carried, then he would not 
have an amendment on the Report 
stage to delete it, and substitute a 
one hour break for two hours.

A WRONG OUTLOOK. 

Mr. Johnson said that he proposed to vote 
for the bill as it stood, because it was an 
attempt to reduce the facilities for the con- 
sumption of intoxicating liquor. The Minister 
pointed out that the bill was based on the 
report of the Liquor Commission. 

From his point of view, the Commission 
and the bill proceeded on a line which was 
initiated by a wrong outlook. The Minister 
had dealt with it from the point of view of 
police administration rather than from the 
point of view of the reduction in the con- 
sumption of intoxicating liquor. He thought 
it was wrong to assume that the limit of the 
functions of the Legislature was to prevent 

ple from doing wrong. He would vote 
a the provision reducing the hours because 
it was reducing the facilities for drinking. 
There were other considerations to be taken 
into account besides the points of view of the 
trade and the consumer. 

They conld not dissociate from their 
generel knowledge of the facts how the con- 
sumption of intoxicating liquor was affecting 
at least 5 per cent. of the community. They 
could talk about the great majority of 
drinkers being moderate drinkers, and 
that drunkenness was diminishing, and 
that the function of the law in this 
matter was merely to limit desire. He 
would say that the function of the law on 
the matter should be to limit. the facilities 
for going wrong. They did that with re- 
gard to drugs, and did not hesitate to im- 
pose prohibition upon gamnling when it was 
practised as pure gambling. 

THE RIGHT COURSE. 

lí they found a social evil developing, due 
to/the Treilities for the consumption of in- 
t@xicating liquor, they had a right to do the 
dame as they did in regard to the drug 
traffic. 

He thought that the limitation was justifi- 
able, and, further, that the right approach 
to this matter was that the 95 per cent. of 
the moderate drinkers, who were ro 
masters of their appetites and of their will, 
might well be had te give away something 
on behalf of the 5 per cent, who were not 
masters of their appetites” He was support- 
ing this alteration on the ground that it was 
desirable to Jinut facilities for the consump- 
tion of intoxicating liquor, and it was not 
too much to ask the great majority of liquor 
drinkers to sacrifice something for the com- 
mon good. in this matter, and for the pro- 
tection of the weak minority. 

Mr. Baxter (Farmers), protested against 
the Minister’s attitude towards the members 
uf the Farmers’ Party, and said that if the 
Minister had addressed himself to his own 
party, and lectured them on their want of 
moja! courage, the inister would then have 
no fear of the result of the vote. There 
were deputies in that House just-as keen foe 
temperance as the Minister. He had not 
heard one word from the sinister that would 
lead him to believe that the bill was going 
to make one man in the country more tem- 
perate. 

it the Minister had made up his mind to 
cut away from the section before he came 
into the House he should have been honest 
enough to put down an amendment and let 
the House see what his intention was. With 
all his iron will, great moral courage, and 
wonderful leadership, the Minister did not 
feel convinced that he could count on the 
majority of his own party to carry the 
section. Because he could not do that the 
Minister wanted to charge members of other 
parties with cowardice, 

TEMPORISING, 

Professor Magennis said that the Minister 
was temporising and compromising with 

essure from within his own majority ranks. 
He professed all through, even with regard 
to this proposal, to bass his recommendations 

on the findings of the Liquor. Commission ; 
but the alternative he put forward to save 
himself from defeat was at direct variance 
with the ideas of the Liquor Commission. 

Although always an advocate of temper- 
ance, said Professor Magennis, he had voted 
against the second reading because he did not 
know what the Minister had asked them to 
vote. He would never be a party to giving 
any Minister a blank cheque. They knew 
ftom the Press that meetings of the real 
Parliament had been held on two successive 
evenings, that rapture was threatened within 
the ranks of the majority, and that under 
pressure of that, and in order to avoid dis- 
ruption, the bill was to be recast and radically 
altered. Here they had at a late date, a 
proposal to recast and introduce a further 
modification. Were they not entitled to pro- 
test against this frivolous treatment by 
Ministers? 

Mr. John Daly said that the closing of the 
ublic-houses for those two hours would not 
essen the amount of drink consumed in the 
four cities named. 

VOTE OF CONFIDENCE. 

Mr, O'Higgins said that if this proposal 
was defeated by a free vote of the House, he 
would on the report stage bring forward an 
amendment, as a matter of confidence, that 
there be a one-hour break in the afternoon. 

Mr. Hetfernan said that they should have a 
clear understanding of the House as to the 
actual position . The motion before the 
House was that the words from 3 p.m. to 5 
.m. should stand part of the bill. The 
Minister by this manewuvre had violated his 
promise—that this question of the two hours 
break would be left to a free vote of the 
House. ‘This was not an open vote; it was 
a vote with a stipulation, and he maintained 
that it was not an honourable man@uvre on 
the part of the Minister. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that that was a serious 
charge. He had said that he would leave the 
question of the ' split hours, á to 5, to a 
free vote of the Dail.” That would take 
place. If the two hours were eliminated from 
the bill he would bring in an amendment on 
the report stage that there be a break of one 
uour, which, if he was defeated on it, would 
mean that he would resign. 

Mv. Heffernan said that the Minister went 
outside the rules of debate when he took the 
opportunity of answering .statements which 
he had made in the country. There was 
one statement which he should deny. 
The Minister sad that he (Mr. 
Heffernan) had bestridden every issue of im- 
portance since he was elected to the Dail.

On the day of the sale he received a 
cheque for £75 in part payment from Mr. 
iyttle. He had seen the ‘bus in the posses- 
sion of the Coleraine police and identified 
it as the one sold by him to Mr, Lyttle. 
Defendants had no right to it. He had never 
entered into any agreement with the defend- 
ants for the purchase, possession or control 
of the ‘bus in any way. 

In cross-examination by the senior de-

ut witness had no idea what the transactions 
were, He believed that Mr. Galt purchased a 
motor "bus from the company some time ago, 
but had no idea that Mr. Galt paid £500 for 
it. He did not know that Mr. Galt gave 
the old "bus to pay the expenses of bringing 
the new, bus over and taxation and insurance. 
He was not aware that Mr. Galt entered into 
transadtions with Mr. Wardman, general 
manager, to purchase this ‘bus. 


CONDUCTOR'S EVIDENCE, 

John J. S. Davis, "bus conductor in the 
employment of Mr. Lyttle, said that he was 
sitting on the ‘bus at the Diamond, Coleraine, 
alone when defendants entered it. The senior 
defendant said that he was in possession of 
the ‘bus, and said that Mr. Lecomber had 
given him authority. Later in the day 
witness saw Hamilton Galt driving the ‘bus 
and his father in it. He also saw a poster

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FREE STATE TARIFFS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sta,—lIf it were not so serious. the notice 
of the Dublin Trades Council, printed in the 
Irish Times of January 20th, would almost 
be amusing. The wotite indicated a desire to 
keep out of the Free State goods which the 
country could produce, gs a means of creating 
prosperity and furnisinng work for the unem- 
ployed, It is not to be expected of a country 
that has but recently attained its freedom 
that perfect thought shall prevail, but that 
such nar/ow provincialism ot thought should 
prevail is to be deplored, 

When in Dublin a year ago, I could see 
signs on every hand of progress, but noted 
with regres a tendency to. tariffs. I saw 
posters objecting to foreigners engaging in 
business and a few such radical things. | 
wonder what is expected, in a land whose 
entire population is not half of that of 
London, from tariffs and restricted trade. 
Here in the United States we have nearly 
120,000,000 consumers as customers for our 
goods; yet we are suffering from the lack of 
foreign trade, Let Ireland aspire to the 
foreign market if. she wants trade and work 
for her unemployed. Instead of banning 
foreign goods let her so study her produe- 
tions that she may. compete.with foreigners 
not only in her own country, but in theirs 
also; and this can be done, as England has 
done it, by manufacturing and exporting 
goods of quality. Quality in merchandise is 
what makes for success. Quality is even now 
taking precedence over price, and no country 
that keeps out foreign goods, either by tariff 
or by embargo, will maintain its standards 
of quality. tn nearly every city in the 
U.S.A. there are sold silk neckties of 
quality, made in Dublin, and at a price 
nearly double that of our domestic neckties. 
Likewise. there are pipes sold, biscuits sold, 
ginger ale sold, and several other . products, 
and all are sold because of quality, and for 
no other reason, and at prices higher than 
our domestic prices. There are 120,000,000 
people here to sell these goods to. There are 
many millions more in. England, and all are 
your prospective customers..if you. try to 
reach them and sell them goods of quality. 

How narrow and unwise it is of a country, 
with but a few millions of. people, to risk 
such a clientéle by doing anything that might 
interfere with quality or by doing anything 
that might provoke retaliation! In our 
country we have apparently. prospered under 
heavy tariffs, but we have sacrificed qrelity 
and are.in. great danger of becoming a 
“ shoddy ” country, Prosperity from tariffs 
and trade resolutions may be quite feasible, 
with such an enormous consuming public as 
we have: with but a few millions it would 
be suicide. Opinions differ here as to the 
wisdom of our tariff, but there is Tittle or no 
difference of opinion as to the effect, it has 
on the quality of our manufactures, There 
are, of course, exceptions; yet invariably the 
exceptions are the goods on which we have 
no import tariff. 

Perhaps, by her mistakes the Free State 
may best learn how to conduct her affairs; 
but a mistaken application of tariffs and 
trade restrictions’ is very, very hard to 
correct. The best time to correct it is before 
it is made, No country of a few millions of 
people can afford to carry the load that the 
Dublin Trades Council advocates. No manu- 
facturer who has a Government subsidy in 
the form of tariff or embargo will atrive 
roperly to produce quality merchandise,—

If our rulers are correct. that 
an economic country can do without big 
farms, I would most earnestly desire to bring 
hefore their careful consideration a defect in 
the present methods, I wauld suggest that, 
instead of discouraging people from. making 
offers for, and buying with their own cash, 

rtions of our demaánes, the Irish Land 

ommission should encotrage this to the 
utmost, and, before buying and breaking up 
any demesne, should ask the owner if he can 
sell privately any part of it, and, if so, give 
him a shori time in which to do so. 

The reason why í ‘suggest this course is two- 

fold. The country will be saddled with an 
enormous liability for the purchase of 
demesnes in any case. Any liability natur- 
ally lessens the credit and borrowing powers 
of State or individual. Hence, if an appreci- 
able amount of the demesnes were bought by 
private individuals with their own money, the 
debt of the Irish Free State would be reduced 
by that amount, thereby increasing its 
national credit and financial standing. Again. 
it is obvious that people who have accumulated 
ready cash must have been industrious and 
ood business -men. Surely they are ‘more 
esirable holders of land than the untried, 
pauper landless men to whose mercies it is 
proposed to hand over this huge quantity of 
our Irish soil. 

There are numbers of men with small 
capital desirous of buying a few acres With 
their own money, but they are terrorised by 
the landless men. Why should not the State 
secure successful men as citizens, and save 
our national indebtedness by their willing cash 
parents! The occupant farmers have cheer- 
ully agreed to suffer their lands to be saddle?

I would strongly advise traders, who have 
stocked such poisonous. preparations in ignor- 
ance, to return them to their wholesale sup- 
pliers. Only pharmaceutical chemists, chemists 
and druggists, or registered druggists, are 
legally qualified to retail: such poisons. All 
other persons retailing. poisonous prepara- 
tions break the law, and are liable to penal- 
ties, which it will the duty of my society to

On the motion of Mrs. Kettle, Rathmines 
Urban. District Council yesterday. passetl a

Senate and Dail. 


“ Seanad Eireann shall be composed of 
citizens who shall be proposed on the 
grounds that they have done honour to the 
nation by reason of useful public service 
or that, because of special qualifications or 
attainments, they represent important 
aspects of the nation’s life.” Thus the 
Senate's character is defined by Article 30 
of the Free State Constitution; and by 
Articles 38 and 39 the Senate, while 
divorced from all direct influence in 
financial affairs, receives powers to amend, 
to: initiate and to delay legislation. The 
Senate’s present personnel may not satisfy 
the strict ‘test of Article 30, and may not 
have made the best use of its powers under 
Articles 38 and 39; but constitutions are 
framed sub specie eternitatis. Future 
Senators may rise to the full height of 
their opportunity; and in that event they 
will be’ factors of enormous value in the 
progress of the State. On this account we 
do not regret the Dail’s rejection of the 
Senate’s proposal for an amendment of the 
Constitution .whereby Senators could 
become members of the Executive Council. 
Here we are.concerned only with the fact 
of the rejection, and not with the Govern- 
ment’s arguments. We welcome it, not for 
Mr. Johnson's reason, that the adoption of 
the proposal would* weaken the Dail’s 
status, but for the opposite reason that by 
direct association with the Government the 
Senate’s own ‘influence would be impaired. 
That influence depends, and will depend, 
on the Senate’s aloofness from the excite- 
ments and temptations of party politics. 
To-day it is in theory, and to some extent 
in practice, an impartial assembly. It is 
a stranger to “ jostlings by dark intrigue 
for place”; it is able to see national 
interests steadily, and to see them whole. 
This aloofness from politica] strife would 
be impossible if membership of the Senate 
should become an avenue to the rewards 
of office, . 

There are members of the Senate whose 
gifts and experience would make them 
towers of ‘strength to the Executive 
Council; but, as we think, the cost to the 
nation, in the long. run, would be too dear. 
The Dail will continue to be a political 
assembly, moved by political passions, dis- 
tracted between public and party claims. 
Its legislation has been, and will continue 
to be, vitiated by these defects ; and thus 
there is urgent need of the amending and 
delaying powers of an independent and in- 
different Senate. In exercising such powers 


good laws, for all their importance, will be 
the least important consideration. It can 
create the thing which the Free State lacks 
most grievously to-day—an educated public 
opinion. Most of the people s ills are the 
result of their own apathy and cowardice: 
witness their refusal to give evidence 
before the Food Commission and their 
patience of the drink trade. If there were 
to-day the semblance of an organised 
public opinion in the Free State—if all the 
Churches had rallied to the support of 
‘the one Minister who saw, and bravely 
tried to do, his duty—Mr. O’ Higgins might 
have triumphed in his Ephesian battle 
with the drink-sellers. 
Senate can restore the origina] Liquor Bill 
or can give the quietus to its distorted 
remnant. Here, and in every matter 


example, can rally to its side the more in- 
dependent elements in the nation until 
gradually it has formed an enlightened 
public opinion which will contro] votes, 
and so will control Governments. No 
share inthe counsels of Cabinets could 
recompense the Senate for any loss of 
fithess for its highest task. 

We are not. seeking to extol the Senate 
at thé’ Dail’s expense. We have spoken 
merely. of diflerences, innate in the con:

to their House, Personal mianners..are a 
personal affair, but the lack of co-ordina- 
tion between the legislative functions of 
Dail and Senate is a public misfortune. 
While the Dail has rejected the Senate's 
resolution for a joint committée on 
mémbership of the Executive Council, Mr. 
Johnson suggested yesterday that such a 
committee should be asked to consider 
means. for the better conduct of common 
business. We hope that the Government 
will adopt this suggestion without delay. 


President Coolidge’s Plan. 


No date has been fixed yet for the con- 
ference on naval armaments which the 
President of the United States wishes to 
hold at Geneva. Mr. Coolidge addressed 
invitations to the Governments of Britain, 
Japan, France and Italy, as the four 
chief naval Powers outside the United 
States; and, while Britain and Japan 
have agreed to his suggestions, France 
and Italy have rejected them. The 
American plan is that the problem of 
naval armaments shall be taken up 
again at the stage in which it was left 
by the Washington Conference. The 
treaties that were made at that time im- 
posed a tonnage limit upon capital ships 
and aircraft carriers. No agreement, 
however, was reached in respect of the 
number of cruisers, destroyers or sub- 
marines that might be built by any Power. 
President Coolidge takes the view that a 
new series of treaties ought to be negotiated 
in order that the Washington principle 
may be applied to every kind of ship of 
war. Of course, it is clear that this part 
of the disarmament problem cannot be 
solved by rule of thumb. Britain's world 
interests are so wide that there can be no 
question of a reduction of her cruiser 
strength to the American or Japanese 
standards. At present Britain possesses, 
built or building, sixty-two cruisers, as 
against America’s thirty-seven and 
Japan’s thirty-nine. On the other hand, 
America has 309 flotilla leaders and 
destroyers—while Britain has only 176— 
and 124 submarines in comparison with 
Britain s sixty-four. Indeed, while Presi- 
dent Coolidge is preaching disarmament, 
his Admiralty is making the navy 
of the United States the most power- 
ful in the world. France and Italy 
have refused point-blank to consider 
further reductions in their strength at 
sea. They will not sacrifice their 
destroyers or submarines; for they hold 
that, in the event of another naval war, 
these craft would be their chief means of 
defence. In the circumstances, doubts 
have been raised concerning the utility of 
another conference; for while France and 
Italy refuse to take part in its delibera- 
tions very little can be done. Europe has 
no desire for further wars, and most of 
her States are willing to reduce their 
armaments to the lowest limit compatible 
with national security. They find some 
difficulty, however, in understanding the 
American point of view. Nobody questions 
President Coolidge’s personal good faith ; 
but a certain amount of scepticism is 
pardonable in view of the fact that his 
Government is spending no less. than 
£11B,000,000 per annum on its fighting 
forces. In his recent message to Congress 
the President boasted of America’s 
freedom from international embarrass- 
ments. ‘‘ We have no possessions that 
are coveted by others,” he declared; 
“they have none that are coveted by us.”’ 
Why, then, is go much money being spent 
on armaments? Until that question is 
answered Europe hardly can be expected 
to give President Coolidge’s proposals the 
attention which they deserve.

During recent years the sea cruise has 
become popular as a mode of holiday- 
making. Writing in The Fortnightly 
Review, Mr. Charles W. Domville-Fife 
recalls the fact that the first pleasure 
voyage by an ocean liner took place in 
the year 1896 During the spring and 
summer of the present year no fewer than 
forty-two vessels, nearly all of larger 
tonnage than the pioneer ship, are 
scheduled to leave these islands on 
pleasure cruises. To-day a holiday voyage 
to Madeira, to the West Indies, or to 
Norway is no more remarkable a way of 
spending leisure weeks than a motor tour 
in the Scottish Highlands or enjoyment of 
winter sports in the Alps. Wherein lies 
the charm of this form of relaxation? 
“Is it,” Mr. Domville-Fife asks, “ the 
change of surroundings and mode of life; 
the reduction of the labour of travel to 
the absolute minimum, the congenial 
society of ship-board life ; the opportunity 
either to laze, both mentally and physically, 
or else to join in deck games; the complete 
isolation from the world of stress and 
effort; , . . orthe freedom which comes 
from being away from convention and 
routine?’’

LECTURE BY WALTER DE LA 


MARE 

“ As of the outer day, so of the inward 
mind—twilight is pleasanter than a glare. 
life, indeed, without any trace of strangeness 
or mystery in it id be as dull as a 
pharmacopaia bereft of its poisons, or a 
public dinner in the country of the dry.” 

This is but one of the many beautiful 

ssages in a delightful lecture on “ The 
upernatural in Fict n' which Mr. Walter 
de la Mare gave to the Dublin University 
Elizabethan Society at Trinity College, 
Dublin, yesterday. The Society is to be con- 
gratulated on having persuaded the lecturer 
to come to Ireland for the first time, and his 
address gave a very large audience as much 
pleasure as his poetry has given to a greater 
audience of lovers of grace and fantasy. 

Professor Trench, D.Litt., who presided, 
said that, although he introduced Mr. de la 
Mare to them in his bodily presence, their 
visitor was a familiar friend throngh his 
poetry, which. so often rose to grea* heights 
of beauty. It was a. simple fact that 
there existed to-day a very large public for 
writers who, like Mr. de la Mare, gave to 
the world only what was full of grace. 

In contrast there were too many modern 
writers whose aim reemed to be to change 
the words of Teats to, “ Ugliness is truth; 
truth, ugliness,” and to thrust the sordid 
and the bestial upon the attention of the 
world. He felt sure that all present wel- 
comed a writ who had sought out the 
beautifal thi and ‘set them before a 
delighted world in poem after poem of never- 
failing charm. 

The Chairman then presented to Miss 
Grace Lee the medal of the Society awarded 
to her for literary composition. 

Mr. de la Mare. read his paper in a voice 
that was as pleasant to the ear as its matter 
was appealing to the imagination. He said 
that people priding themselves on their prac- 
tical common-sense had little use for the term 
supernatural. At the one extreme they had 
what only the expert in his own particular 
department was capable of fully realising 
and attesting, and which. the rest of the 
world must accept on trust; and: at the other 
extreme the rare and possibly unique experi- 
ence of some one .ordinary human being, 
which caution ur sentiment, or possibly some 
secret emotion, forhade him even sharing 
with a fellow-creature. While as rational 
beings they as far as possible set even the 
minutest nomerton*in its own little niche 
of the “' ‘ologies,”” none. the less there was a 
general delight ‘in the curious, the 
mysterious, the far-fetched, the inexplicable. 
An event in the lives o men 
an women that was tinged with 
mystery and strangeness, became genuine 
treasure trove.‘ While we cannot but -en- 
deavour to respect, and are bound, I fear, to 
submit to, a rational universe, we may yet 
be tempted at times to think that the reason 
is a faculty which, if not; overvalued, may be 
over exercised. Are not the arts the happy 
children of intuition, of the emotions, and of 
an almost irrational delight? Birds, beasts, 
and fishes, and even the little hvssop on the 
wall—de-they not, at least, appear to enjo 
the world we share with them, even thoug 
we deny them any claim to an intellect or 
a conscience?” 

LAWS OF IMAGINATION. 

It. would be foolish in a. brief space 
to try to convey the beauty of 
the language used by the lecturer, the 
play of his fancy in illustration, or even 
to follow with any closeness the delicate 
reasoúing in -which'he showed that the com- 
plete domain of the supernatural extended not 
only clean over the world from pole to pole, 
but throughout the centuries of human 
history. He dealt lovingly with the subject 
of ghosts. “ We shall die. This friendly 
solitude that is ourselves shall thin away into 
bones, and they will powder.into dust. If in 
the shadow of the tree whose roots that dust 
of ours shall have befriended. some faithful 
friend thinks of us who are gone—shall we 
be utterly gone? Are we nothing but so many 

ounds of butchers’ meat? Maybe; but it. is 
dificult to deny that the personality of one 
whom we loved or feared or hated in life was 
far more than the aggregate of so many 
senstious contacts, so much physical vibra- 
tion.” 

The writer of fiction need not concern him- 
self with the mere facts of the case. Even 
if there had naver been a tittle of positive 
evidence for the preternatural, he was er 
fectly at liberty to invest all his needs. Pro- 
vided that, as a teller of tales, the novelist 
remained obedient to the laws of the imagina- 
tion as drastic as those. of the world of the 
real, he could do what he pleased with his 
own creatures. In his fiction of the preter- 
natural as in that of the natural world, all 
he needed do was to make it imaginatively 
credible. 

Having dealt with the ghosts called up by 
Shakespeare and the older writers, he analysed 
the ghost story of to-day in all its many varie- 
ties, including Sir Arthur Quiller Couch’s 
fantasy of the Cornish cottage haunted, as if 
by a bird, by the ghost of'a child, who 
secretly came and went, making kindness in 
the quiet, dark rooms. |

RETURNS COMING 


SATISFACTORILY. 

According to the Census of Production 
Order made last June, all the forms issued 
by the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce to those engaged in industrial pro- 
duction were required to have been completed 
and returned to the Ministry by March a 
An Irish Times representative yesterd® 
learned from Mr. Stanley Lyon, of the 
Statistics Branch cf the Ministry, and one 
of the directors of the Census, that all the 
forms have not yet been returned to him, 
but he explained that having regard to the 
fact that it was the first Census of its kind in 
Ireland it was hardly to be expected that 
the compilation of the fifteen thousand forms 
sent out would have been completed within 
the statutory period. Allowance also had to 
be made for the fact that in many cases the 
business year did not conclude until March 
Ist, until which date certain manufacturers 
and producers could not make out their re- 
turns. Mr. Lyon expressed himself satisfied 
on the whole with the manner in which the 
returns were coming in, and said that gener- 
ally the most earnest effort was made to 
supply the information required under the 
Order. It is gathered that another few 
weeks will be allowed for the completion of 
the returns or most of them still outstanding. 
A penalty of £20 is prescribed for faildre to 
provide the information required from any 
roducer by the Ministry, which gives the 
ullest information and assistance to those 
requiring it in the compilation of the re- 
quired statistics.

COVERNMENT . CONSIDERING

From Our PARLMMBNTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

The House of Commons was well attended 
this afternoon, members being interested in 
the questions relating to China,' as well as 
in the news concerning the mining disasters. 
The Opposition age a deluge of awkward 
questions upon Sir Austen Chamberlain, who 
more than. once showed. resentment at. un- 
justifiable insinuations conveyed by ‘some of 
the extrenfists. oe al 

In reply to several objections taken by 
Opposition members to the second reading 
of a bill empowering the Forestry Commission 
to appoint two more members, and make 
certain by-laws, Sir L. F. Walker, who re- 
presents the Commission in the House, 
regretted that he was not a more important 
personage. He could quite understand, he 
said, that the sport of baiting a back bencher 
was very poor, arg Asics with that of baiting 
a prominent front bench personage. Tt was 
more like rat-hunting than fox-hunting. 

AFFORESTATION SCHEMES. 

Labour: members laughed; for really their 
criticisms were not, in fact, directed against 
the hon. member for Monmouth as much as 
against the constitution of the Commission 
and its freedom from Parliamentary control. 
This particular aspect of the matter was 
enlarged upon by Mr: Johnston, who further 
declared that the Commission was doing very 
little to relieve unemployment, although they 
were spending a large amount of public 
money in afforestation schemes. A_ very 
large number of men could find work, he 
urged, if the Commission really set to work 
in earnest, whereas they were actually im- 
porting over fifty millions worth of wood 
pulp, the greater part of which could be 
produced at home. 

Mr. Ian MacPherson, on the other hand, 
considered that the Commission had done 
really admirable work, and he was borne out 
in this by several other members, who con- 
sidered that the Commissioners were more 
to be praised than blamed. 

The bill was read a second time by 225 
votes to 125. 

THE MININ® INDUSTRY. 

At 8.15 p.m. Mr. Sullivan called atten- 
tion to the position in the mining industry, 
and moved a resolution calling upon the 
Government to take steps to augment the 
available employment in the industry, and to 
secure other employment for miners who 
could not he re-absorbed. In referring to the 
recent disasters in Wales and Notts 
the hon. member said that sympathy from 
certain quarters was not desired, a remark 
which led the Chairman (Captain Fitzroy) 
io point out that such an observation ought 
not to be made. Mr. Suwtivan proceeded to 
say that. it was only by such disasters that 
the conscience of the country was stirred. 
Miners would rather have an assurance cf 
safety in their calling than sympathy when 
lives were lost. 

Mr. Wardlaw Milne moved an amendment 
to the motion to the effect that it was un- 
desirable to single out any special industry 
for exceptional treatment when there were 
many others in which unemployment was stiil 
a more urgent problem. 

Mr. Lawson referred to the boohing of the 
Prime Minister on the occasion of his visit 
to the scene of the Cwm disaster, and said 
that this might well be taken as a warning 
to the Government to take heed of their ways 
when dealing with the m‘nine industry. 

UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Sir Arthur Steel-Maitland, replying on ‘the 
debate, declared that, compared with some 
other industries, the mining industry had been 
fortunate. Unemployment in the cotton trade 
since the great slump had been half as much 
again as in the mining industry; in the iron 
and steel trade three times as great, and 
in shipbuilding four times as great. There- 
fore, he must agree with the mover of the 
amendment that preference could not be given 
to an industry which had not suffered nearly 
so. acutely as others. He could, however, say 
that the Government were considering pro- 
posals in connection with recruitment in the 
mining industry, and hoped te consult with 
the parties concerned in the ¢ourse of the 
next few days. |

At the same time the Com- 
mittee reported that it would not be 
proper to modify the will by public Act 
of Parliament, and so the matter now 
stood. 

It was quite clear that, in view of the 
technical invalidity of the codicil, the 
fact that a gallery had not been provided 
by the Dublin Municipality could not 
justly be regarded as a determining factor 
in the case, especially as the Governor of 
the National Gallery had undertaken to 
house the pictures in the meantime.

IRISH CREAM 
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QUESTION IN HOUSE OF 
LORDS. 

In reply to Lord Strachie in the House of 
Lords yesterday, Lord .Bledisloe said that no 
milk whatever was at present being imported 
from Ireland. There was a considerable 
quantity of cream imported, which came from 
ports in the Irish Free State, but these im- 
perts had been reduced to some extent during 
the past twelve months. It was understood 
that the cream came from creameries which 
were, generally speaking, excellently adminis- 
tered and under very strict regulation. The 
bulk of the cream was pasteurised before being 
despatched, a very small quantity arriving in 
an unsterilised or unpasteurised c ndition. 
The dairy produce brought from Ireland was 
subject to the Imported Food Regulations 
of the Ministry of Health, which operated 
just as drastieally—in-—eonnection with Irish 
milk and dairy produce as in connection with 
similar imports from dther countries. 
January tst of next year imported 
might contain preservatives, but after 
date the importation of preserved cream 
would be absolutely prohibited, and unless 
special attention was given to the cleanliness 
of production and pasteurisation of products 
it would be impossible for cream to be sent 
to Great Britain. He was informed that the 
inspection of creameries throughout Ireland 
was most efficient and thopough.

After tracing the history of local govern- 
ment in Ireland, Mr. Horgan said that, while 
it had been proved conclusively that one or 
two disinterested persons could competently 
Manage a city’s affairs, it was nevertheless 
obvious that the complete lack of local con- 
trol or advice, the resulting centripetal ten- 
dencies, and the abolition of all civic cere- 
mony would prevent such a system from 
becoming a permanent inst itution in its pre- 
sent form, unless, indeed, local government, 
as such, was to cease to exist. Under such 
a régime the government of Irish cities must 
inevitably become purely the business of the 
central government. 

Speaking generally, one might say that the 
Free Stato Government did not seem really 
to have decided the fundamental question 
whether its local government policy was to be 
centripetal or centrifugal. It did not seem 
to have learned the lesson to be derived from 
recent local government developments in other 
countries, that efficiency decreased in p*bpor- 
tion to the size of the council, and that it 
was desirable to entrust the executive func 
tions of local government solely to expert 
officials, and make them responsible for the 
result. In his judgment the ideal to be aimed 
at in the future development of Southern 
Irish local government might be described 
as an expert bureaucracy under democratic 
control,

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TELLING A. STORY. 


MR. LYNN DOYLE AND CINEMA 
ACTING. : 

‘“* Telling a Story ” was the subject of an 
amusing lecture delivered last night by Mr. 
Lynn Doyle, the North of Ireland novelist, 
in the Rathmines Town Hall. He said that 
censorship was a danger, because so much 
depended upon the individual, and they 
should beware of the man who was a vege- 
tarian, because he had lost his teeth.

BOLSHEVISTS’ WAR ON 
CHRISTIANITY. | 

That a Corkman was primarily responsible 
for the present situation in Russia was the 
submission made by Mr. George O’Brien, in 
moving a vote of thanks to Mr. Osmond 
Grattan Esmonde, T.D., who lectured on 
Christian Russia, in aid of the Central 
Catholic Library, at 18 Lower Leeson street, 
Dublin, last night. | 

It was not generally known, he said, that 
Karl Marx had derived. his theory of value 
from an Irish writer of about a hundred years 
ago. This was a Mr. Thompson, a County 
Cork landlord, who was interested in social 
questions. From a book he had written Marx 
had copied certain parts, almost word for 
word. into his own book, and it might be 
said that the present condition of Russia was 
the resvlt of ideas that .had germinated in 
County Cork a hundred years ago. ™ 

Mr. Grattan Esmonde traced the history of 
the Russian Church, and said that it had 
collapsed before Bolshevism arrived, The first 
attempt to move against Christianity was in 
the inauguration of a new school system; but 
im a country not, consciously atheistical and 
Communistic, the new school did not tend 
to promote atheistical sentiments amongst the 
people. In 1923 they restricted the number of 
students who would be allowed to attend the 
higher branches of the educational system, 
and confined them to those students who 
could be relied on to grow up atheists and 
to carrv on the atheist tradition inaugurated 
hy the Government. After 1923 education 
was formally organised for the purpose of 
producing atheists, and a constant flow of the 
sort of people who might replace in time 
those at present in power.

CANON DUNNE. 


We regret to announce the death of the 
Very Rev. E. J. Canon Dunne, Parish Priest. 
which occurred rather unexpectedly yesterday 
evening at his residence, the Parochial House, 
Booterstown, County Dublin. . He was on 
active duty until last Friday, when he was 
seized by illness, which gave his medical 
attendants little hope of Ins recovery. 

Canon Dunne was educated at the Carmelite 
College, Dominick street, Dublin, and later 
at Clonliffe College. He was ordained Priest 
in 1881, and served as Curate in the pariskes 
of Athy, Arran quay, and Rathmines. From 
Rathmines he was promoted to the Pastorate 
of Celbridge, and subsequently to Booters- 
town. In every sphere of duty he won the 
affection and respect of his people. 

While he was Curate at Rathmines Canon 
Dunne also acted as Chaplain to the British 
Forces that were stationed at Portobello 
Barracks. He took an active personal in- 
terest in their welfare, and their parades on 
Sunday mornings on the Rathmines road, 
after they had attended the 9 o'clock Mass, 
interested most of the inhabitants. During 
this period he was instrumental in forming 
the Rathmines Boys’ Brigade, which flourished

MANY SCHOOLS IN CITY AND 
SUBURBS CLOSED, 


Influenza continues to rage in Dublin Cit 
and County, as well as throughout irelaadi 
the doctors in many districts being scarcely 
able to cope with the numbers of urgent 
eases. Many secondary schools in the city 
and suburbs have had to be closed, and in 
some country centres the medical authorities 
are considering the closing of the schools. 

Even doctors themselves have not been 
immune from the epidemic, and where dis- 
porary doctors in country districts have 

een stricken their patients have been placed 
in a critieal position. 

In several instances whole households have 
been laid up with the “ 'flu;” and at Crook- 
sling Civic Guard Barracks four of the 
garrison of five Guards have been suffering 
from influenza. One Guard became so ill 
that he had to be removed to hospital in 
the city, where he is progressing gt i 3 
Crooksling Civic Guard Barracks is probably 
the highest placed barracks in Ireland. 
Being at an altitude of 800 feet above sea- 
level, it should be one of the healthiest 
in the country. 

In Terenure, Rathfarnham. Clondalkin, 
Crumlin, Tallaght and other districts of the 
South County there have been hundreds of 
cases of influenza, and parents are demand- 
ing that the schools should be closed. Old 
and young alike are suffering. 

While the epidemic is so widespread, it is 
not so dangerous as in previous years. 
Sufferers, however, according to a well- 
known doctor, should take no risks, as 
pneumonia is likely to supervene with the 
careless victim. Persons who fear an attack
